1. REF OM CONTAINED USIS MANAGUA'S PROPOSAL FOR BICENTINNIAL 
TOUR OF CENTRAL AMERICA BY CLEVELAND SYMPHONY. POST AND MANA- 
GEMENT OF RUBEN DARIO NATIONAL THEATER HAVE CONTINUED TO PURSUE 
POSSIBILITY OF MANAGUA CONCERT IN PRIVATE DISCUSSIONS WITH 
SYMPHONY'S LATIN AMERICAN EMPRESARIO, ALEJANDRO STZERENFELD, 

OF GAMART DE BUENOS AIRES. 

2. ON SEPTEMBER 1 POST RECEIVED LETTER FROM STZERENFELD DATED 
JULY 27 IN WHICH HE STATED SYMPHONY DOES RPT DOES HAVE ONE FREE 
DATE ON APRIL 17, 1975 FOR A MANAGUA CONCERT. HE ALSO STATES 

HE HAS BEEN IN DIRECT CONTACT WITH CU/CP CONCERNING POSSIBLE 
MANAGUA CONCERT AND THAT CU/CP HHAS ACCEPTED IDEA OF SAME. 

3. POST AND MANAGEMENT OF RUBEN DARIO NATIONAL THEATER HAVE 
DISCUSSED STZENRENFELD 

LETTER AND WE AGREE CLEVELAND SYMPHONY 

CONCERT IN MANAGUA WOULD BE CULTURAL AND PSYCHOLIGICAL LAND- 
MARK OF POST-EARTHQUAKE PERIOD. WE ARE MOST ANXIOIS BEGIN 
IRONING OUT DETAILS OF CONCERT TO LOCK IN APRIL 17, 1975 DATE. 
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CAN RAISE UFFICIENT FUNDS TO COVER CONCERT EXPENSES. POST 
AND THEATER WILL APPRECIATE CU/CP ASSISTANCE, ESPECIALLY TO 
TELEVISE CONCERT. POST WILL REQUIRE FACILITATIVE ASSISTANCE 
FROM CU/CP AND ILA IN FORM OF DIRECT LIAISON WITH CLEVELAND 
SYMPHONY MANAGEMENT CONCERNING DETAILS OE CONCERT. FOLLOWING 
PARAGRAPHS OUTLINE POST'S IDEAS CONCERNING CONCERT AND AMOUNT 
AND NATURE OF ASSISTANCE WHICH CI/CP AND/OR ICS AND ILA COULD 
GIVE. 

4. THEME OF CONCERT: "NACTMTENTO Y RENACIMIENTO: 200 ANOS 
DE LOS EE.UU., 2 ANOS DE RECONSTRUCCION DE MANAGUA." BIRTH- 
REBIRTH THEME WILL BE STRESSED THROUGHOUT CONCERT PLANNING AND 
PUBLICITY PERIOD. THEME IDENTIFIES U.S. BICENTENNIAL WITH U.S. 
RECONSTRUCTION EFFORTS IN MANAGUA AND OFFERS OPPORTUNITY 
PROGRAM ALONG TWO HIGH PRIORITY LINES - U.S. BICENTENNIAL AND 

U.S. ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE TO NICARAGUA. POST WOULD LIKE CU/CP 
OR ILA TO COMMUNICATE THIS THEME TO CLEVELAND SYMPHONY MANA- 
GEMENT, STRESSING NATURE OF SITUATION IN NICARAGUA 
AND HIGH 

PSYCHOLOGICAL SIGNIFICANCE OF CONCERT FOR PEOPLE OF NICARAGUA. 
POST HOPES THAT ONCE SYMPHONY MANAGEMENT REALIZES NATURE OF 
SITUATION IN MANAGUA, THEY WILL RE-NEGOTIATE COST FIGURE FOR 
TV RIGHTS AND POSSIBLY CONCERT FEE. (FIGURE WE RECEIVED FOR

5. CONCERT PROGRAMMING: IN VIEW OF HIGH COST AND HIGH PSYCHO- 
LOGICAL IMPACT OF CONCERT, POST BELIE ES CONCERT SHOULD REACH 
WIDEST POSSIBLE AUDIENCE IN CENTRAL AND POSSIBLY SOUTH AMERICA 
THROUGH TV. 

6. PROGRAM POSSIBILITIES OUTSIDE NICARAGUA: U.S. BICENTENNIAL 
IS A MAJOR THEME OF ALL ILA POSTS' PROGRAMMING AT THIS TIME.

AMERICAN COUNTRIES, AS AUSIS-STATE DEPARTMENT-SPONSORED BICEN- 
TENNIAL EVENT. TV PROGRAM WOULD INCLUDE FULLY SCRIPTED INTRO- 
DUCTION AND COMMENTARY WITH POSSIBILITY OF FILM CLIP COVERAGE 
OF U.S. DISASTER RELIEF IN MANAGUA AND ITEMS OF BICENTENNIAL 
INTEREST. SYMPHONY WOULD NATURALLY EMPHASIZE RICHNESS OF U.S. 
CULTURAL AMBIANCE. POST HOPES SYMPHONY COULD BE PERSUADED PLAY
